Another ground of defence was, that the 
Plaintiff had sold his invention more than 
two years previous to his application for a pa- 
tent, so that the Patent was void uneer the 
Act of March 3d, 1839, sec. 7. It was ad 
mitted that the application was made Decem- 
ber 22d, 1841 ; and evidence was offered tend 
ing to show a sale sometime in the month of 
December ; but there was no proof of any 
actual sale prior to December 31st. 

The remaining ground of defence was, that 
the Plaintiff had abandoned his invention to 
the public before his application for a Patent; 
and evidence was introduced showing numer- 
ous sales by the Plaintiff during the two years 
prior to the application for a Patent, and also 
advertisements of the Plaintiff's straw cutter 
in various newspapers. It did notappear that

The female friends and relatives of 
fhose w ho pulled the mines of certain impo- 
sing puppet sc hemes, were in the daily habit 
ofhaunting the purlens and oflices of the 
shareholders in the Metropolis, to watch the 
market in order to turn their allotments to the 
best account. 

One of the talway pape rs mentions a cer. 
tain batch of female speculators who contrived 
to realize by this kind of chicanery, during 
the height of the mania, the astounding sum 
of £500,000. 

The appropriation of the property of others 
by fraud or misrepresentation, is prenounced 
felony hy the law of the Jand; whereas fora 
syste ,hased for the most part on falsehood 
and deceit, there appears to be no legal re- 
straint—certainly no legal remedy. 

Tho Potato Disease.—Accounts from Co- 
peuhagen state that the disease is spreading 
more and more in Deamark, Funen, Lulland, 
Falster, and likewise Sealand, especially ia 
Amark, near Copenhagen, It is stated that 
the disease 1s begiuniug to show itself in Swe- 
den. 

Ireland. The disease has extended almost 
throughout Ireland. According to the ae- 
eouats, the crop has been almost entirely de- 








stroyod in some instances, but more generally 
the injury is partial, extending to a third or a 
fifth partof the crop. In some districts, fields 
seem to have escaped the pestilence, when all 
around has been affected. 

Later intelligence says that there appears 
tobe no longer any room to doubt that the 
failure of the staple crop of this country is 
complete; and that it will require prompt and 
energetic measures to meet a calamity which 
threatens consequences more disastrous than 
aay from which Ireland has been afilicted for 
the last thirty years. The accounts from all 
quarters tell the same sad tale. The infection 
seems well nigh universal. Fields that pre- 
sentthe most healthy appearance one day are 
the next discovered to be irretrievably ruined, 
he produce being unfit food even for beasts. 
A geatteman who farms extensively in the 
county of Marsh, and who up to within the 
last few days was rather sceptical with respect 
to the prevalence of the disease, now states 
that he has been unhappily deceived, and that 
outofa large number of acres, which one 
briet week since were the theme of admura- 
tion, scarcely a sound potato can he found,
